It is idle to expect the average auto- 


mobile-owner to ship his car here for a 
summer vacation so long as such rates pre- 
vail, for they are nothing, less thjm pro- 
hibitive. A few rich men may^o it, bjit 
for every-rich man who owns an automo- 
bile there "are. a hundred men of moderate 
means who own cheap cars 
and in the 


long run they are the people who make up 
nine-tenths of our summer touring crowd. 
A good'many of them have 'driven here 
overland in the last two or three seasons, 
but there are too many, incidental discom- 
forts for-the custom to become popular. 


This, is a matter of no little importance, 


both to the railroads and to resort centers 
like Colorado Springs. The only solution, 
of course, is a freight rate "on used auto- 
mobiles low enough to enable owners to 
ship their cars here and enjoy a summer va- 
cation at reasonable expense. The effect of 
such a reduction would be the immediate 
creation of a large new volume of business 
for the railroads, both freight and passen- 
ger. 
It would add many thousands to the 


summer patrons of the Pikes Peak region, 
and tfieir presence would stimulate road- 
building, especially in the mountains, as 
nothing else could. 
It is one of the-most 


essential steps toward making Colorado, in 
fact as well as in name, the Switzerland of 
America.
